Except 
for these there are no French ships in’ the 
Far East. Hence M, Donmor's idea of colonial 
bounties, which Tonkin finances ae prospetous 
enough to permit, is an experiment by which 
the French maritime world may profit. ~ 


According to a recent Amur despatch the 
Russians have ‘told. Teeng Chi, Tartar-Gonoral 
at Monkden, that they wanted to constrnet a 
railway from Feng-wong Cheng through Kuun 
Tien and Wei-jon in the province of Fengtien.
